
Hospital could lose 
popular radio service

FUTURE funding for 
hospital radio services, 
broadcast from the 
county hospital, could be 
at risk. 

The hospital’s League 
of Friends say that since 
hospital managers de¬ 
cided to close their cafe 
and make it a commer¬ 
cial venture run by cater¬ 
ing staff, they are unable 
to guarantee funding for 
Ridgeway Radio. 

“It would be terrible if 
we lost our 

wonderful Ridgeway 
Radio, so much loved by 
all our hospital patients, 
for the sake of £500,” 
said Patient Governor 
Michel Hooper-Immins 
at the Dorset County 
Hospital’s Council of 
Governors meeting. 

“The lack of funding is 
an unintended conse¬ 
quence of the closure of 


the friends’ cafe, because 
for many years the 
league of friends has 
kindly provided the run¬ 
ning expenses for the all¬ 
volunteer Ridgeway 
Radio,” he said. “But 
with the loss of the cafe, 
they now have no money. 
The modest running ex¬ 
penses amount to only a 
few hundred pounds a 
year.” 

Governor Andy Hutch¬ 
ings agreed, saying that 
when he has been a pa¬ 
tient at Dorset County 
Hospital, the radio had 
been a great aid to recov¬ 
ery and an 

invaluable link with the 
outside world. 

Hospital Radio chair¬ 


man Andy Worth admit¬ 
ted that the unforeseen 
consequences of the 
friends cafe closure could 
affect the radio service. 

“We need between 
£500 and £1,000 a year 
to meet our expenses and 
the friends have said that 
with their loss of income 
they are unsure how they 
might be able to help 
fund our service, as they 
have done in the past.” 

Mr Worth said he had 
been told that the hospital 
did have charity funding 
available which it might 
be able to use. 

Dorset County Hospital 
Foundation Trust Direc¬ 
tor of Finance & Re¬ 
sources Bill Boa said he 
would soon be writing to 


Ridgeway Radio to tell 
them how they might go 
about accessing those 
funds. 

Ridgeway Radio has 
been running for about 
40 years and 
broadcasts live and 
recorded programmes to 
every bed in the hospital 
for 24 hours every day. 

All the staff are volun¬ 
teers, with some giving 
their time over four 
decades. 

After the meeting, 
Michel Hooper-Immins 
told the View From : “A 
lot has been said about 
the loss of the Terrace 
Cafe, but none of us re¬ 
alised at the time that this 
means the League of 
Lriends, who do such 
good work around the 
hospital, would be unable 
to continue funding the 
wonderful hospital radio 
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station. 

“I hear so many pa¬ 
tients praise Andy Worth 
and his volunteers, who 
produce outstanding pro¬ 
grammes 24/7 from their 
little studio within the 


hospital. 

“I have every faith in 
Bill Boa being able to 
find the modest sum re¬ 
quired from the charity 
funds.” 
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FOR the last six years. Local Food Links have 
been providing delicious hot meals to schools 
and community groups throughout West Dorset.

■ WHAT does Local Food Links do? 

We are a not for profit organisation and we make pre¬ 
dominantly school meals. We work with 23 primary 
schools and are hoping to expand this September. 

We also work with older people. We do “Meals on 
Wheels” and we also cater for some lunch clubs, day 
centres, and also the Social Education Centre in Brid- 
port. 

■ HOW many meals do you produce a day? 

Around 1,200! These are prepared and distributed from 
our two hub kitchens, one of which is in Bridport the 
other is in Blandford. 

School meals disappeared for Dorset about 25-years-ago 
and most school kitchens were ripped out. When they 
decided to bring hot meals back, the easiest way was to 
cook them in hub kitchens and deliver them hot, so all 
the schools needed was a serving table and washing up 
facilities. Some schools did have a kitchen put back and 
they receive what we call a “Cook-Chill meal” which 
can be re-heated on site. 

■ WHAT would you say to parents who are thinking 
of ordering hot dinners for their child? 

Come to one of our “taster” sessions and try one for 
yourself. If a child has a packed lunch every day, they 
are probably going to be eating a lot of bread, processed 
meats and salty or sugary snacks. If they have a hot meal, 
even occasionally, then they are having a much more 
varied diet. For example, our tomato base sauce which 
goes into all our pizzas, pasta dishes and casseroles has 
so many vegetables hidden in it, it’s completely whizzed 
so the children wouldn’t even know, but it’s got squash, 
peppers, courgettes and garlic, all the good stuff. It’s a 
Jamie Oliver recipe. Parents can be flexible about how 
many hot meals their child has, but whether it’s one or 



five meals a week, there’s a nice variety and there’s 
bound to be something they like. There’s always a vege¬ 
tarian option too.

■ HAS Jamie Oliver been a big help to your cam¬ 
paign? 

Definitely, his recipes are so easy to follow, and he has 
such good ideas - he got a lot of slating for his work on 
school meals, but I think he’s done a tremendous job. 
Jamie Oliver came along at about the same time we were 
starting up Local Food Links so he really helped boost 
our cause. 

■ ARE the "Meals on Wheels" menus the same as in 
schools? 

No, when we started we soon discovered that whilst chil¬ 
dren love pasta, the older generation generally don’t. 
They would prefer more potatoes and hot puddings and 
traditional meals, more like what they grew up with. It 
took us a while to get the balance right. 

■ WHAT are your personal memories of school 
meals? 

I had a lot of school meals. In my day they still had spam 
fritters, which were the absolute worst thing for me. There 
were lots of things we loved though; the crumbles and 
steamed puddings. When the meals were good it was a 
real lift, you always felt happy. Food really influences so 
much of our lives, our moods our health. 

■ WHICH three famous people would you like to in¬ 
vite for a Local Food Links lunch? 

Jamie Oliver, of course. Then I’d invite Audrey Hepburn 
because I think she was very beautiful and she did lots of 
good work for charity. I’d also invite Roald Dahl. He 
wrote some great stories about food for children, “Charlie 
and the Chocolate Factory” for instance.

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New community centre 
idea for redundant offices 


AN idea to turn West Dorset District Council’s offices 
into a community centre has been put forward by View 
from Dorchester reader, Christopher Slade. 

The idea has already been looked at by Dorset Commu¬ 
nity Action and senior council officials. 

Mr Slade is now hoping that someone will pick up the 
idea and progress it before the district council moves out 
of its Shire Hall building in High West Street towards the 
end of the year. 

The only plans being looked at so far involve only a 
small part of the building - containing the former Tolpud- 
dle Martyrs Court and cells, including a possible new 
home for the town’s Tourist Information Centre. 

Mr Slade believes the whole building could be put to 
community use and is hoping that the Dorset County 
Council Community Fund might be able to provide some 
seed funding to investigate the idea. 

“It occurred to me that the soon-to-be-redundant West

Dorset District Council offices would make an ideal lo¬ 
cation for a ‘community centre’. The site is centrally lo¬ 
cated, already in the public domain so no purchase would 
be necessary, it has lots of decent sized rooms for all sorts 
of activities, a car park etc, and would enable WDDC to 
find a popular use for what will become a white elephant 
when they move to their controversial new offices,” said 
Mr Slade in a letter read by West Dorset MP, Oliver 
Letwin and Dorset County Council chief executive, 
David Jenkins. 

“It should be run, as much as possible, by the commu¬ 
nity for the community, but with professional help where 
needed. If we could, together, identify and flag the snags 
and plan their avoidance, then the local press and coun- 


Village joins fight to save bus service 


ONE of Dorchester’s outlying villages has joined the 
protest about threats to the area’s bus services. 

Operators Damory Coaches has said that it will have 
to pull out of a number of “uneconimic” routes from 
April 14th. 

Among those who face losing a service into the county 
town is Tolpuddle where more than 150 people have now 
signed a petition asking the county council to do all it 
can to save services. 

Calls have also been made to West Dorset MP, Oliver 
Letwin, for him to intervene - pointing out that the vil¬ 
lage has no shop or doctors surgery. 

There is anger among many of the protestors that

As well as bringing 
The Range to Dorch¬ 
ester the venture will 
also create up to 100 
part and full-time jobs. 

Mr Dawson said: 
"Opening a brand new 
store in such a vibrant 
location as Dorchester 
is an exciting prospect 
for The Range. 

"Our plans for the 
store opening are shap¬ 
ing up well and I look 
forward to the opening 
on Friday." 


Damory has applied to deregister the services less than 
a year after taking them on. 

Five town services, as well as routes between Dorch¬ 
ester and Poole and between Dorchester and Wool, are 
likely to be affected. 

Petitions have already been collected in Dorchester and 
Charminster to save the routes and Dorchester Town 
Council has asked the county council to take action. 

As a result county transport officials have been in¬ 
volved in ongoing talks with Damory to see if services 
could be rationailised or saved in any other way. 

In the past two weeks county, district and town coun¬ 
cillor Trevor Jones told View from Dorchester that he was 
“optimistic” about the way those talks were going. 

Now extra pressure to find a solution has been piled on 
by the Tolpuddle signatures who say their community 
will be left without public transport to both Dorchester 
and, in the opposite direction, to Bere Regis and Poole. 

Another rural route likely to go is the 212 Dorchester 
to Yeovil service, which calls at Maiden Newton and 
Cattistock. 

One small piece of good news emerged this week with 
the announcement from the county council that the ex¬ 
isting 216 service between Dorchester and Yeovil may 
be diverted to serve Charminster, Charlton Down and 
Cerne, offering an alternative to the number 7, which is 
expected to cease operations in April. 

Bids to run some of the other services have been in¬ 
vited and will be considered at a special meeting of the 
county council cabinet on March 21st. 
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cillors should be able to put it to the people and see 
whether or not it is met with enthusiasm before anything 
substantial is done in the way of fund-finding.” 

In his original proposal Mr Slade likened the centre to 
a modem-day ‘workhouse’ where those with time on then- 
hands could share their skills with others, in the case of 
those in need of accommodation possibly being offered 
lodgings in return for working in the centre. 

“My idea is that there should be a network of ‘commu¬ 
nity centres’ with, in some cases where appropriate, lim¬ 
ited accommodation. 

“Where people are homeless or street sleepers, they 
should be offered accommodation, or at least somewhere 
to have a shave, shower, change of clothes, food, warmth 
and conversation, and, in exchange, could help with cook¬ 
ing/ cleaning/ storytelling/entertaining/ gardening. 

“People without transport would be fetched from their 
own homes and delivered back there in a minibus driven 
by somebody looking towards getting a PSV licence, or 
a person hoping to get a good reference to help get a 
‘proper job’ or simply a volunteer.” 

His idea has been looked at by Georgina Morgan, the 
chief executive of Dorset Community Action, who re¬ 
sponded to the idea on Monday by encouraging Mr Slade 
to take the project on. 

But Mr Slade feels this course of action is not for him. 
“I’m an ‘ideas’ person and not a natural at rounding up 
and enthusing/organising others.” he said. 


Square design defended 

THE design of Poundbury's Queen Mother Square 
has been defended by the Duchy of Cornwall. 

Town councillorTim Harries had criticised the lay¬ 
out as "an accident waiting to happen"at a meeting 
and called for changes to improve safety. 

Mr Harries said the layout of the Square, in front 
of the new mini Waitrose store, left both drivers and 
pedestrians confused. 

Town council planning committee members 
heard on Monday that the Duchy has promised to 
continue monitoring the Square for safety issues. 

Estate director Simon Conibear told the commit¬ 
tee: "The Square has been designed by our consult¬ 
ants in conjunction with Dorset County Council 
highways as a shared surface and this follows exam¬ 
ples of similar schemes both in the UK and interna¬ 
tionally...the design intention is to make the car 
drivers slow down and take more care as they are 
uncertain of both pedestrian and car movements." 

Mr Conibear said that some works were still to be 
completed and there would inevitably be a "bed¬ 
ding down" period while people got used to the lay¬ 
out.

Other restaurant businesses are also lined up for 
the development including a well-known pizza 
chain, a French-themed restaurant company and a 
far eastern noodle chain.

Employers should ensure health 
and safety training is up to date 


DORSET | EMPLOYERS in the 
tourism industry in Dorset are being re¬ 
minded to make sure their first aid and 
health and safety training is up to date 
as the annual Tourism Week ap¬ 
proaches. 

With more than 41,000 people em¬ 
ployed in the industry in the county, St 
John Ambulance is advising employers 
to check they meet the legal require¬ 
ments before the main visitor season 
starts or potentially face prosecution. 

The Health and Safety (First Aid)

If there is a fatality because employers 
fail to ensure proper health and safety 
procedures were in place, they could be 
prosecuted under the Corporate 
Manslaughter Act.

South West said: “The tourism industry 
brings a huge number of visitors, jobs 
and money to Dorset. 

“Visitors need to know that they will 
be safe and people working in the 
tourism sector need to have up to date 
training in first aid and health and 
safety. 

“St John Ambulance believes that no 
one should die because of a lack of first 
aid when they need it and employers 
have a responsibility to their staff and 
their visitors that they meet the legal re¬ 
quirements. It could be the difference 
between a life lost and a life saved.”

THE 1940s will return to 
Maiden Newton in June 
as the village turns the 
clock back to the war 
years. 

Maiden Newton at War 
is being run for the third 
time on June 22-23rd, 
recreating the atmos¬ 
phere of the era through 
living history and re-en¬ 
actments. 

Organiser Andy Elliott 
says Maiden Newton is 
the ideal location to hold 
the event because its 
landscape remains almost 
unchanged since the 
1940s with many of the 
wartime defences still in 
place. 

During the Second 
World War, Maiden 
Newton went through the 
full evolutionary process 
of preparing for war. Ini¬ 
tially it established its 
local Auxiliary Fire Serv¬ 
ice, Home Guard and Air 
Raid Precautions to de¬ 
fend against an expected 
enemy invasion. 

It then supported the al¬ 
lied invasion in 1944 by 
becoming an important 
US Quartermasters 
Stores railway bridge¬ 
head. 

The Event Manager, 
Andy Elliott, said: “Ini¬ 
tially it was on a ‘Stop 
Line’ and anti tank obsta¬ 


cles and Pill Blocks were 
constructed in large num¬ 
bers. Many of these can 
still be seen forming a 
circular defence around 
the village to create an 
‘Anti-Tank Island’. 

“If the German inva¬ 
sion, ‘Operation Sea 
Lion’, had taken place 
then Maiden Newton 
would have seen action 
as the axis forces were 
due to land in Lyme Bay 
and progress along the 
railway to Maiden New¬ 
ton on their way to Bris¬ 
tol. 


“Maiden Newton at 
War sets out to remember 
the events of the 1940s 
and enables visitors to 
see how people lived, 
look at the vehicles and 
equipment and see both 
allied and axis forces up 
close in our battle re-en¬ 
actments.” 

Mr Elliott said that this 
year there will be more 
than 14 re-enactor groups 
with civilian and military 
vehicles, vintage aircraft 
and tanks amongst many 
other attractions.

Preparing You 

HMRC have confirmed that the Real Time Information 
(RTI) system will go ahead as planned. RTI is designed 
to improve the operation of Pay As You Earn (PAYE): 
Fora small number of employers this means the new 
system will commence from April 2012, with a full 
migration to RTI bv all employers before October 
2013. 

What is RTI? 

RTI is the new system for reporting pay, tax, Nl and 
other details direct to HMRC every time an employee 
is paid, rather than at year end as it happens now. 

RTI is being implemented to reduce the number of 
coding errors, to allow HMRC to chase late payments 
more effectively and to replace the stressful end of 
year P35 submission. RTI will also be a key factor in 
the introduction of Universal Credits, which is the 
biggest overhaul of the benefits system since the 
1940s. 

So far HMRC has identified over 100 potential pieces 
of information to be transmitted over the RTI 
programme and roughly 80% of these are directly 
relevant to most employers. However as the RTI 
system is still under development the final list may be 
longer. 

What does RTI mean for your business? 

RTI will require employers to transmit details of pay¬ 
ments, deductions and other details, along with 
additional information including number of hours 
worked, via the internet using the Government 
Gateway or Electronic Data Interchange (EDI). The 
preferred BACS Channel is still under review. 

As part of the migration employers will have to go 
through a process called 'Payroll Alignment'. This is a 
process to make sure that the data held by the 
employer and the data held by HMRC is in agreement. 


The precise alignment submission will depend on the 
individual employers'circumstances, but for small - 
medium employers this will be a Full Payment 
Submission (FPS). Details of all employees, current 
and leavers in the tax year, including full name, 
address, date of birth and possibly passport details. 

These changes will have a big impact on small 
employers to ensure that they meet with the new 
requirements. Commercial software developers are 
busy updating their payroll packages to comply with 
all HMRC's stringent conditions; this will inevitably 
lead to an increase in software charges. 

This is not something that can be ignored or left 
until the last minute, it requires forward planning. 
Improving your payroll data quality is vital for a 
successful transition to RTI. Data quality problems are 
caused by holding the incorrect information about an 
individual. 

We anticipate that this new system will be difficult for 
many small employers to comply with and 
consequently they will be forced to outsource their 
payroll function.

his wolf reserve. She was with 
him in the car when they 
crashed, late one night. She suf¬ 
fered a broken shoulder, but 
Luke's brain stem was damaged, 
and the doctor's gave him no 
hope of recovery. 

Georgie called Edward, now in 
mid-twenties, home, and as next 
of kin, he assumed responsibility 
for decision making. Cara, at 17 
and still a minor, was panicked at 



When Edward discovers Luke's 
desire to be an organ donor, and 
acting on the doctor's opinion 
that his father was brain dead, he 
makes the decision to terminate 
Luke's life. In wolf society he knows Luke would be 
allowed to die. He also knows his organs will allow 
others to live. Cara, burdened with hidden guilt, 
immediately finds a lawyer and takes Edward to 
court for attempted murder. 

Family secrets, tensions, life and death - and the 
very natural philosophy of wolves - work their way 
through Jodi Picoult's new tense and emotional 
novel. The dreadful decision of whether or not to 
terminate a life is at the heart of the story, and the 
very real and ordinary people 
who have to make that decision 
will find a resonance in us all.

Hospital assessment scheme 
could be rolled out nationally

A TELEPHONE assessment scheme at the Dorset 
County Hospital could be adopted nationally. 

The project at the Dorchester hospital has reduced 
waiting times for patients referred to the county hos¬ 
pital’s colorectal service. 

Colorectal Consultant Nurse Harriet Wright intro¬ 
duced the telephone assessment service in 2008 and 
has since reduced waits for non-urgent colorectal re¬ 
ferrals from up to 13 weeks to two weeks. 

The scheme has been so successful it has attracted 
the attention of Professor Sir Mike Richards, the Na¬ 
tional Cancer Director. 

He is keen to work with Harriet to take this initiative 
further at a national level. 

Harriet said: “Bowel symptoms are very common... 
We decided we needed a fairer system so all patients 
referred to us were seen quickly. 

“We now ring patients within seven working days of 
them being referred by their GP to assess what inves¬ 
tigation is required and book their appointment there 
and then at a time to suit them. 

“It means that patients don’t have the inconvenience 
and worry of coming in for a hospital appointment 
simply to be assessed and given another appointment 
to come back for tests. 

“Most of our colorectal cancers are diagnosed 
through this route now so this is a major improvement 
in preventing late diagnoses.” 

Rachael Rowe Dorset Cancer Network Lead Man¬ 
ager said “Bowel cancer affects 33,000 people every 
year so it is very important that people know what 
symptoms to look for as early diagnosis can greatly 
improve survival.

“There is no need to be embarrassed and it may be 
nothing to worry about - but it could save someone’s 
life,” she said.

MORE than 560 inci¬ 
dents of fly tipping have 
been reported in West 
Dorset - yet not one re¬ 
sulted in a prosecution. 

Latest figures from 
DEFRA show 450 re¬ 
ported incidents across 
West Dorset and 115 in 
Weymouth and Port¬ 
land. 

Of those 390 were in¬ 
vestigated in West 
Dorset and just three in 
Weymouth and Port¬ 
land. 

None of those investi¬ 
gations resulted in court 
action.

Do something different 

DORSET | YOUNG people across Dorset are being 
offered the chance to do something different over 
their summer holidays this year. 

Students in year 11 at school are being given a 
chance to learn some new skills, meet new people 
and make a difference to local communities 
thanks to the National Citizen Service (NCS). 

Each young person who signs up for NCS with 
Dorset Youth Association (DYA) will take part in a 
fun but challenging first week residential at PGL, 
Barton Hall in Devon. The following week, on a 
local residential, they will be asked to open their 
minds and using teamwork, communication and 
leadership skills, plan a social action project to 
support local communities. 

The next three weeks will see the young people 
carrying out their social action program alongside 
staff from DYA and support partners. 

Project Manager at DYA, Tony Armstrong said: 
"National Citizen Service programme is more than 
just volunteering, there's much more to it than 
that. It is helping to change the perceptions of 
young people today. Young people want to be 
seen as active participants in the community.

DORSET | A SMOKE alarm without batteries is “a use¬ 
less piece of plastic” - that is the message from the man¬ 
ager of the Community Safety Task Teams based at 
Dorset Fire and Rescue Service HQ, Poundbury fire sta¬ 
tion. 

Manager Karen Adams leads a team of firefighters and 
officers who are taking DFRS’s safety message out into 
the community, with a particular focus on educating vul¬ 
nerable and hard to reach groups. 

Karen Adams said: “When someone dies in a fire it is 
always upsetting. At Dorset Fire and Rescue Service, our 
aim is to reduce all preventable fire deaths to zero. We 
want to see every home in Dorset with a smoke alarm and 
that means testing your smoke alarms every week. 

“With the clock change fast approaching, when you go 
around your home changing the time on all your clocks, 
take the time to test your smoke alarms too.” 

She added: “We provide a free home safety check serv¬ 
ice to those in our at risk groups. 


“Firefighters and DFRS staff are able to visit residents 
in their homes and fit or replace smoke alarms, advise on 
the use of candles, unattended cooking, electric blankets, 
overloading sockets, chimneys, low energy light bulbs 
and much more. This is all free of charge with the aim of 
encouraging people to think about fire safety in the 
home.” 

Advice from DFRS staff includes considering your 
night-time routine - close doors, keep an escape route 


clear, and check you know where the door key is so you 
can let yourself out. 

“Smoke alarms should be tested once a week to make 
sure they are still working and in good condition. A 
smoke alarm without a battery is useless piece of plastic,” 
said Karen.

Why do we celebrate Mother's Day? 

V MOTHER’S Day can be traced back to the spring If SIMNEL cake was said to test the girl’s skills as a 
celebrations of ancient Greece in honour of Rhea, cook. If it remained moist and maintained its taste 
the Mother of the Gods. until Easter Sunday, she was seen as a good cook. 


V IN England during the 17th Century "Mothering 
Sunday" was celebrated on the 4th Sunday of Lent. 

V MOTHERING Sunday was a time put aside for re¬ 
laxation and enjoyment during the long Lenten fast. 
Historically, Mother's Day was an opportunity for 
young servant girls who worked away from home 
to visit their mothers and they would bake a simnel 
cake to present as a gift. 

If DURING the time when children as 
young as ten left home to take up work or 
apprenticeships elsewhere, this was often 
the only day in the whole year when fami¬ 
lies would be reunited. Mother's Day be¬ 
came a public holiday in the 17th century. 

If SOME people say that centuries ago peo¬ 
ple would return to their home or"mother" 
church once a year during the period of 
Lent, and this is where Mother's Day came 
from. 

V IN NORTHERN England and in Scotland, 
the preferred refreshments were carlings - 
pancakes made of steeped pease fried in 
butter, with pepper and salt. In fact, in some 
locations this day was called Carling Sun¬ 
day. 


V APPARENTLY Mother's Day is the biggest event in 
the UK's cut flower industry. During this period the 
UK's sales of flowers increases by an average of 40%, 
making it a very busy period for florists.

Dorchester Town 2 Portland United 1 

DORCH ESTER Town found Portland United a hard 
nut to crack at Bridport's St Mary's Field and had 
to thank Ryan Dovell's extra time goal that finally 
saw them book a place in the final of the Dorset 
Senior Cup. 

The Magpies still smarting from their 6-3 home

Chances were few, with Symes going closest 
three minutes from the break with a volley after 
Nathan Walker had headed the ball back follow¬ 
ing a corner, which missed everybody in the box 
but also the left hand upright. 

Chances were even rarer in the second half, but 
with 15 minutes left Dorchester stepped up the 
pressure, and after Carroll had just beaten Dovell 
to a cross he tipped Martin's dangerous in-swing¬ 
ing corner over his crossbar. 

Carter then produced a magnificent blocking 
tackle to prevent Kyle Critchell's goalbound shot, 
and take the game into extra time. 

Although generally played in a great spirit, 
Grant Chance was lucky to only receive a yellow 
card two minutes into extra time which saw 
Critchell helped from the pitch. 

Ashley Nicholls fired a 25-yard shot wide of the 
angle of the goalframe after being lined up by 
Dovell, before the former Bridport striker, showed 
he still knew where the Bees goal was 11 minutes 
into the first period when he converted Martin's 


low cross from close range for what proved the 
winner. 

Malsom almost put the game to bed when he 
struck the top of the crossbar with a vicious 35- 
yard free kick after Chance had fouled Symes, and 
just before the end Dovell almost stole another 
when he cheekily back-heeled a ball that just 
went the wrong side of the post. 

Marauding Magpies spring Weston win

DORCHESTER Town bounced back after two hard 
games in a week following a five week lay-off to 
produce an outstanding performance to get their 
slim play-off hopes back on track with a resound¬ 
ing victory at Weston-Super-Mare. 

Despite a worrying morning that had seen 
manager Alan Knight having to make last minute 
adjustments to the side following the withdrawal 
of Jamie Gleeson (illness) and Alan Harris-Walker 
(car accident), the Magpies roared into a three 
goal interval lead and added a fourth in the sec¬ 
ond half. 

The Magpies were looking to avenge two home

Their bid will include a detailed business plan 
allowing the club to live within its means and 
become debt-free by looking to repay existing 
creditors. 

They are also looking to make the club a focal 
point of the town by involving local organisa¬ 
tions, who at present are restricted because the 
club is a privately limited company, to max¬ 
imise the club's facilities to increase revenue 
streams. 

On the field they want to involve the youth 
set-ups and believe they have their support to 
make the club one of the largest in non-league 
football. 

The Trust's chairman John Greenslade ex¬ 
plained that this is not an aggressive takeover 
bid, but was instigated by Shaun Hearn, and 
that they are only interested in acting in the 
best interest of the club and its fans.

Give 
them a little bit of credit they never gave up de¬ 
spite going behind twice, and although they are 
in the bottom four their heads didn't drop, and 
they snatched an equaliser. 

"Maybe three or four weeks ago we might have 
ended up losing that game so there is a positive 
to take from it. 

"With two home games against lowly opposi¬ 
tion, that point may turn out to be a decent one 
in the scheme of things." 

Groves was unable to confirm how long keeper 
Nick Jordan may be out with a groin injury that 
meant Tom Manley deputising between the 
sticks on Saturday.

Derby day victory for Weymouth

CONDITIONS underfoot were little short of ideal for open 
rugby at the Brewery Field, although a stiffish breeze was 
blowing from the sea, and the visitors were asked to play 
with it at their backs initially. 

The visitors then went on something of a scoring spree 
in the first-half.
